Think about spoiling 
kids before doing it 


Trying to figure out if you’re 
spoiling your child may be one 
of the hardest parts of parent- 


ing. 

Maybe you’ve had days 
when even a sidelong glance 
from a checkout clerk can 
have you wheeling away a load 
of doubts along with your gro- 
ceries and kids. 

Focusing on the essentials 
can help you clear up the con- 
fusion to those uncertainties. 
Before the next situation 
comes up, ask yourself what 
you think about the following 
questions and answers. 

But remember, when it 
comes to your own kids, it’s 
your opinion about what spoil- 
ing really is that matters 
most 

Does being given toys, 
snacks and special treats spoil 
a ehild? 

Not necessarily 

In general, the act of giving 
a child something special 
because you know he likes it 
(and because you enjoy giving 
it to him) won’t result in his 
abruptly shrieking with greed, 
waving his fists in the air and 
demanding: ‘‘More, more, 
more!” In fact, being given to 
is one way kids learn about 
generosity 

However, when you give 
your child’something just to 
avoid a scene, or to alleviate a 
parental guilt attack sim- 
ply to buy a few moments of 
quiet), you might want to 
reconsider 

Every parent does this once 
in a while, of course. But doing 
so on a regular basis can turn 
your kid into something no 
parent wants — an effective 
little shakedown artist. 

In short, it’s not always 
what, when or even how much 
you five your child that causes 
spoiling. it’s why. 

Will it spoil a child if you 
change your mind about some- 
thing you've said ‘no’ to? 

If you realize you’ve some- 
how ‘got locked into an_auto- 
matic ‘‘no’’ mode, if you 
rethink a situation and come to 
the conclusion that your child's 
request is reasonable after all, 
if your child raises legitimate 
point (rather than raising the

Actually, it’s useful for a 
child to know that her plausi- 
ble, polite requests will be lis- 
tened to 

Do watch for signs warning 
“Spoiling lies ahead.”’ 

Here are a few red flags: 

Are you changing your mind 
against your better judgment? 

Are you saying yes when you 
know in your heart you should 
be saying no? 

Trust yourself. If you believe 
something’s wrong for your 
child, it probably is. Stick to 
what you've said. Changing 
your mind from time to time 
won't spoil your child. But cav- 
ing in can 

Isn’t_ spoiling just a way of 
saying, ‘I love you?’’ 

There is a_ difference 
between loving and spoiling, 
but sometimes, it’s hard to fig- 











ure out. What parent hasn't 
suddenly discovered that a 
whiny, demanding and seem- 


ingly ‘‘spoiled’’ child is, in 
truth, running a fever? 
A child who’s ill, frightened, 


or upset can certainly use all 
the comfort and concern a par- 
ent can muster. That's loving, 
ing. 

's loving, not spoiling,

at any time to show affection, 
to respond to needs, to spend 
time with your_child and to do 
things she enjoys. 

Loving, rather than spoiling, 
a child also means making dif- 
ficult decisions.

It means helping your child 
feel cared for simply because 
you won't let him do things 
you believe are unreasonable, 
unkind or unsafe.

Clinton should stay in office 

TO THE EDITOR: 

I rarely agree with Bill Clinton’s poli- 
tics. I didn’t vote for him in 1992 or 1996. 
That doesn’t mean I can overthrow him 
because of our political differences. 
Unless the Senate agrees that the Consti- 
tution (our most basic social contract) is 
in grave danger, Clinton should remain in 
office. He was constitutionally elected 
twice. He seems competent to operate the 
levers of power. 

The drumbeat for impeachment curing 
the Summer of 1998 is getting as muc! 
attention as the same drumbeat received 
about 130 years ago. Andrew Johnson was 
not in favor of vigorously enforcing the 
Reconstruction Acts passed by Congress. 
The decisions he-made-about- enforcing 
those laws infuriated his political oppo- 
nents. The president reversed the deci- 
sions of several generals in command of 
southern reconstruction districts. He 
didn’t like the way they enforced the acts. 
Congress had passed a law which prohib- 
ited the president from firing Senate-ap- 
proved executive officers. The president 
fired Secretary of War Stanton because of 
political differences with the Secretary. 
Johnson’s political opponents in the Con- 
gress began to act. By 1868, they had 
approved a bill of impeachment and sent 
it for a Senate trial. 

Andrew Johnson had been Lincoln’s 
vice president. In those days, when the 

resident died and the vice president 
Secane president, no new vice president 
was appointed. If Johnson were removed, 
the president pro tem of the Senate, Ben- 
jamin F. Wade, would have become presi- 
dent. That man’s political philosophy, 
which included soft money and high tar- 
iffs; had many opponents. Johnson defend- 
ers reminded Senate colleagues that there 
would be a political shift with a new man 
in the White House and they may not like 
the changes. Johnson. survived the Senate 
trial and served out his term. 

The Johnson case dealt with the freshly 
defeated southern states. Johnson’s politi- 
cal opponents wished to replace his polit- 
ical agenda with their own. They came 
dangerously close to making the U.S. 
more European in our political style. 
Europe has a long history of replacing the 
executive head of government using 
extra-legal means. 

The United States president is president 
for a_ constitutionally specified. period. 
Nothing is supposed to change that 


unless — 


the republic itself in in danger. When we 
elect a president, we elect him because 
we believe he has the capability to safely 
operate the levers of government and the 
military in our name. It should be hard to 
undo that vote through impeachment. 

Nixon seemed at the time to threaten 
liberty itself and was allowed to resign. 
Johnson threatened Congressional political 
authority during the reconstruction-of the 
south but survived. Clinton’s outcome in 
unclear. In the constitution there are four 
items listed as reasons to impeach: trea- 
son, bribery, high crimes and misdemean- 
ors. 

Clinton may have perjured himself ‘in 
the Paula Jones case. Should that be 
enough to change the outcome of two 
elections? 

Without the Nixon impeachment prece- 
dent, impeachment of Bill Clinton would 
seem less probable to-his opponents. The 
more often we witness impeachment pro- 
ceedings, the easier it gets for the Senate 
to remove a president for the benefit of 
changing the executive branch’s political 
direction. 

Does anyone believe that it was the 
intent of ¢ Founding Fathers for Con- 
gress to use impeachment for political 
purposes? Perhaps the intent was to give 
Congress a method, of removing -a presi- 
dent who was betraying his country. 

Bill Clinton’s political legacy, when sep- 
arated from his lucky. economic fortunes, 
will not shine from the pages of future 
elementary school history text books. 

His bland offerings as president will be 
as well remembered as the offerings of 
most of the other presidents few have 
heard of. Why create yet another deep 
political crisis when Jan. 20, 2001, is not 
that far away?

The three incidents occurred Mon- 
day, but Edwardsville Director of 
Police Bennett Dickmann said it 
remained unclear if the same man 
was involved in all of them. 

Dickmann said there apparently 
was no attempt to molest or abduct 
any of the girls. 

“It was just blatant exposure with- 
out any indication of a threat,’ he 
said. 

The first incident we reported 
about 2:50 p.m. Monday at Edwards- 
ville Middle School, 145 West St.,

Dickmann said. 

A white man of undetermined age, 
but whom Dickmann said was ‘‘well 
beyond school age,’’ appeared in the 
doorway of a sixth-grade girls’ locker 
room as about.a dozen girls were 
dressing after a physical education 
class. 

“He exposed himself to numerous 
female students.’” 

Dickmann said the.man then closed 
the door to the locke room and ran 
away. 

The locker room is not far from an 
outside door at the school, Dickmann 
said. He said investigators were 
interviewing the girls who saw the 


incident. 


About 5 p.m. Monday, two teen 


‘girls reported that a man exposed 


himself to them in the 200 block of 
North Kansas Street. The girls told 
police that as they were walking. the 
man came from between houses and 
dropped his trousers. 

The girls ran to nearby Columbus 
School and reported the incident to a 
teacher, who called police 

A short time later, an Edwardsville 
police officer went to The Store, 701 
Hillsboro Ave., to see whether anyone 
matching the description of the man 
in the incident on North Kansas 
Street might be in the area. 

While the officer was at the store, a 
14-year-old girl reported’ a man had 
exposed himself to her a short time 
earlier on Hillsboro near Columbia 
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Avenue, about three blocks from 
North Kansas. The girl said a man 
fitting the general description of the 
man in the North Kansas incident 
had dropped his trousers while he 
was standing in a yard and she ran 
to The Store. 

The description of the man in the 
second and third incidents was a 
white male wearing a blue shirt and 
dark trousers. The girls who saw the 
incident at the. middle school gave a 
‘‘similar’’ description, Dickmann 
said 


No vehicle was observed during

Thieves hit McGwire collection

friends and neighbors about his Mark 
McGwire rookie baseball cards. 

Now he is wondering which of those 
people may have entered his home and 
stolen the three cards and two Cardinal 
ticket stubs from the first baseman’s 
record-setting game. 

“I am devastated,’’ Braden said, ‘‘I was 
trying- to fet something for my kids for 
the future.”” 

Burglars ransacked Braden’s home last 
Wednesday night while he was at a 
friend’s house in Mitchell. It was the sec- 

| ond reported local theft of McGwire mem- 
orabilia in two months. 

Braden returned at 3:30 a.m. Thursday 
to find his front door standing open, his 
1-year-old German Shepherd standing on 
the front porch and many valuable items 
| missing. 


“They tore my place apart,’’ Braden 
said. ‘There were papers all over the 
floor. They were looking for something, 
probably the cards. They left other things 
behind.” 

The cards were Donruss’ brands — a 
1985 Olympic team card and 1986-and 1987 
rookie cards. Not. considered as valuable 
as Topps cards, the Donruss cards still 
may command a price of several hundred 
dollars because of McGwire’s fame 

Also stolen were two Cardinals ticket 
stubs from the team’s last game this 
year, during which McGwire hit his 
record-setting 69th and 70th home runs, 
and collections of antique coins and 
knives. 

Braden said the theft is particularly dis- 
heartening given the good-natured spirit 
of the McGwire-Sammy Sosa saga.

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Monitoring shows decrease in pollutants 


“Air quality in Illinois was healthy on 
98.6 percent of the days in 1997, according 
to the 1997 Annual Air Quality Report 
recently issued by the Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency. 

There. were six days of unhealthy air 
quality. statewide in 1997, compared to six 
in 1996 and eight in 1995. Five of those 
occurences (two in the Chicago area, two 
in the Metro East and one in Jersey 
County) were due to ozone, a respiratory 
irritant found in smog; the other occur- 
rence was due to particulate matter (air- 
borne dust), a respiratory irritant, in the 
Metro East. 


The Illinois EPA maintains more than 
200 monitors statewide that track levels of 
six pollutants with federal health-based 
standards (called criteria pollutants), as 
well as other pollutants and compoun 

Over the past decade, the trends also 
have been favorable. Air monitoring data 
collected from 1988-97 show declining lev- 
els of all criteria pollutants 


© Ozone levels are down 23 percent 


© Particulate matter concentrations 
are down 33 percent. 


® Carbon monoxide levels are down 48 
percent. 


© Sulfur dioxide concentrations are 
down 11 percent. 


© Nitrogen dioxide levels are down 11 
percent 


® Lead concentrations are down 55 per- 
cert. 


Two Illinois areas, however, do not 
meet the minimum _ health-based stan- 
dards for ozone: the Chicago metropolitan 
area and the Metro East. More reduction 
in pollution-causing emissions are neces- 
sary before these areas improve in air 
quality ‘ 

““We are encouraged by the achieve- 
ments we have made in improving air 
quality, but major challenges still exist, 
especially with ground-level ozone,” said 
IEPA Director Mary A. Gade. “The agen- 
cy will continue to look at new ways to 


reduce this air pollutant and to educate 
Illinois citizens about what théy can do to 
help in the solution. 

“More than half the emissions that 
cause smog come from cars and other 
asoline-powered engines and common 
fousehold products. That’s why it’s 
important that everyone makes an effort 
to help maintain good air quality and to 
help improve problem areas.” 

Gade said that everyone can_ help 
improve air quality by taking simple 
actions: 

©- Try to limit driving by carpooling, 
taking public transportation or combining 
several short trips into one. 


© Keep your car well-tuned 

© Use water-based paints and varnish- 
es instead of oil-based. 

© Limit the use of household products 
that release vapors or cause fumes. 


© Conserve energy in your home to 
help reduce needs from power plants.

If a person steps into a pothole in a: privately 
owned parking lot and sustains a substantial 
injury, is the owner of the parking lot liable for the 
injury? The answer partially depends’ upon the 
prior notice which the owner had as to the 


existence of the potholes. 


In one recent case, a plaintiff (James) brought 
an action against the owner of a parking lot for 
njuries he sustained on its property when he 
‘stepped into a large pothole. The plaintiff was an 
ironworker employed by a construction company. 
A steel plant had designated a parking lot to be 
used by the construction company employees. 
Apparently the plaintiff knew that the parking lot 
contained many potholes because he had noticed 
them duririg the several days he had beén working 


on the job. 


On the night of November 15, 1980, the plaintiff 
‘ent down the steps of a shuttle bus and stepped 
into a hole that was at least three feet wide and six 


‘inches deep. 


When he stepped into the hole with his left foct, 
he twisted his knee and heard something pop. He 
went to. the emergency room, where he was x- 
rayed and given a brace to wear.

Therefore, the court concluded that Inland Steel 
knew or should have known about the poor 
conditions in the parking lot. Therefore, the 
Appellate Court held-that the plaintiff was entitled 
to recover damages in a case of this nature.

Champions lives 
up to its name 


Without maybe the appreciation or 
notoriety that some of the high school 
holiday basketball tournaments get, 
the .18th annual Pepsi Granite City 
Tournament of Champions soccer 
tournament has become an icon for 
the sport in area prep circles. 

Arguably, outside of the nationally 
acclaimed basketball Shootout each 
year in St. Louis, the 16-team Soccer 
tournament very well could be the 
best display of high school talent the 
metropolitan area has to offer.

Vianney, whose coach Mike Villa is 
now. at Triad High School, has been 
the bellweather of the tournament, 
winning it five times (1981, 1987 and 
1991-93). St. Louis U. High ('86, '89 
and ’94) has won it three times, as 
haB fellow rival CBC (’88, ’95 and 
'9q). DeSmet, a three-time state 
champion since the inception of the 
Tournament of Champions, has won 
thé Granite City tournament only 
onte © (1985). McCluer North (’83), 
Rosary (’84) and Chaminade (’97) are 
the’ other winners at the Tournament 
of Champions. 

The tournament started in 1981 as a 
four-team event, expanded to eight 
tedms in ’82 and has been at 16 
teams since '83.

new gene therapy methods 


Results of tests could result in treatment breakthrough 


Two MDA-funded research teams have devel- 
oped mice, each with a different form of limb- 
girdle muscular dystrophy, and one team has 
Successfully treated one of the- muscle disor- 
ders by injecting missing genetic information 
using a modified virus as a transport vehicle, 
the Muscular Dystrophy Association has 
announced 

The mice are expected to speed research 
progress toward therapeutics, including gene 
therapy, the insertion of new genes to treat 
human muscle disorders. 

Long-time MDA -research grantee Kevin 
Campbell, professor of physiology and biophys- 
ics and investigator at the Howard Hughes 
Medical Institute at the University of Iowa in 
Iowa City, Iowa, led one team. MDA grantee 
Elizabeth McNally, assistant professor of medi- 
cine at the University of Chicago College of 
Medicine, led the other 

“In May, Campbell’s team of MDA-funded 
investigators proved the injection of genes can 
correct limb-girdle muscular dystrophy and 
restore muscle function in hamsters,’’ said Dr. 
Leon I Charash, chairman of MDA’s Medical 
Advisory Committee. 

“Now, just a few months later, they’ve creat- 
ed a mouse model and successfully treated 
limb-girdle muscular dystrophy a second 
time.” 

“The two new models for limb-girdle muscu- 
lar dystrophy we now have,’ added Charash, 
“will speed training of potential therapeutics so 
the most promising can be rapidly advanced as 
candidates for human trials.’’ 

Charash notes that mice with Duchenne mus- 
cular dystrophy have existed for many years 
and have been crucial in the pursuit of thera- 
peutics for Duchenne muscular dystrophy, 
which also afflicts tens of thousands of boys. 

Similarly, he reports, the development of 
mice with a form of amyotrophic lateral scle- 
rosis by MDA researcher Mark Gurney at 
Northwestern University in Evanston a few 
years ago probably has done more to advance 
research seeking treatments and cures for ALS 
than any other single event in the field. Com- 
monly known as Lou Gehrig's disease, ALS 
affects some 35,000 Americans. 

The Campbell group developed mice missing 
a muscle protein known as alpha-sarcoglycan, 
one of the proteins that, when absent, leads to 
limb-girdle muscular dystrophy in humans. In 
limb-girdle muscular dystrophy, the muscles of 


the shoulder and pelvic girdle weaken first, 
and weakness and wasting may then progress 
and spread to other muscle groups. The dis- 
ease can pean in childhood or adulthood and 
can shorten lifespan. Seven genes have so far 
been found to cause limb-girdle dystrophy 
when they’re abnormal and lead to the loss of 
a key muscle protein 

Campbell's team corrected the muscle 
defects in the mice by inserting a gene for 
alpha-sarcoglycan. They used a gene therapy 
strategy similar to one planned for use in 
humans by MDA researchers in the near 
future. The gene was injected into the animals’ 
leg muscles using a modified virus as a trans- 
port device. 

The group published its findings in the Jour- 
nal of Cell Biology. MDA grantee Rachelle 
Crosbie in the department of physiolo; and 
biophysics at the University of lowa also 
on the team, as was MDA grantee Joshua 
Sanes, professor of neurobiology at Washington 
University School of Medicine in St. Louis 

“We're very excited about this new animal 
model of limb-girdle dystrophy,’’ Campbell 
said. ‘‘We do have a hamster with another 
form of this disorder, but these mice are easier 
to work with, and their disease appears to very 
closely resemble the human one. They're a 
very valuable research tool for studying a 
cause of Limb girdle, dystrophy and for the 
development of therapeutic strategies.” 

The McNally team developed mice missing a 
similar protein known as gamma-sarcoglycan. 
The absence of this protein, which normally 
lies near alpha-sarcoglycan in the membrane 
that surrounds each muscle cell, also leads to 
limb-girdle muscular dystrophy in mouse and 
man MeNally credits graduate student Andrew 
Hack in her laboratory with much of the work 
that led to this connection. 

“We now have an excellent model in which 
to test therapies,’’ McNally said, noting that 
gene therapy is already being tried in these 
mice. 

The group published its findings in the Sept 
7 issue of the Journal of Cell Biology. 

The forms of limb-girdle dystrophy that 
result from sarcoglycan deficiency are among 
the disorders selected for the first clinical tri- 
als of gene therapy in muscular dystrophy. 
MDA-supported researchers plan to begin these 
trials early next year. They're now waiting for 
approval by the Food and Drug Administration

Prerequ 
sites include completing an Illinois Main Street 
application, meeting the 10 Main Street desig- 
nation criteria established by the National 
Main Street Center, hiring a downtown manag- 
er, having broad-based community support and 
creating a committee that will apply the Main 
Street techniques of downtown revitalization. 

Illinois Main Street began in 1993 in the Lieu- 
tenant Governor’s Office with nine small, rural 
communities. Strong interest from community 
leaders led to the program expanding to 
include more communities statewide, and in 
1995, the program expanded again to include 
suburban Chicago. Currently, there are 44 com- 
munities from downstate and suburban area 
participating in the program

said, “And we didn’t deliver.” 

In a recent interview in the 
filmmakers’ new offices on the 
Sony Pictures lot, the 
36-year-old Devlin said 
“Godzilla” had problems with 
the.script (co-written by 
Devlin and Emmerich, who 
also directed), fallout from the 
yearlong promotional buildup 
and even misunderstanding 
over the meaning of the 
now-famous “‘size does 
matter” ad slogan. 

“It’s meant to be a joke, and 
people took it really serious, 
and they thought we were 
talking about the size of the 
movie or the size of the budget 
or the size of the campaign,” 
he said. “‘All we were trying to 
say was the reason why this is 
not ‘Jurassic Park’ is that it’s 
a bigger lizard. We were 
making kind of a dirty joke, 
but it got totally 
misinterpreted.” 

After the movie opened big 
and then went south in a hurry 
— inspiring a million 
one-liners about how 
“Godzilla” didn’t have legs — 
Devlin was surprised by the 
reaction. 

“7 think the only thing that 
was really disappointing for 
me was the level of vitriol,” 
said Devlin. 

As it turned out, ‘‘Godzilla,”

which cost some $170 million to 
make and market, reaped 
nearly $136 million 
domestically and is headed for 
more than $200 million 
overseas. The video release 
will bring in more. 

Still, “Godzilla” wasn’t the 
movie that Hollywood 
observers thought it should 
have been. Devlin makes it 
clear it’s’also not the movie 
that he and Emmerich thought 
it could have been. The pair 
have built their reputation on 
special-effects-filled spectacles, 
and “Godzilla” was going to 
raise the bar. 

Devlin wrote ‘‘Universal 
Soldier,” the 1992 action film 
that Emmerich directed, and 


they teamed again on 


Stargate,” the 1994 film 
starring Kurt Russell and 
James Spader about a stone 
gateway to another universe. 

Then came “Independence 
Day,” the 1996 alien-invasion 
blockbuster starring Will Smith 
that established Devlin and 
Emmerich as one of 
Hollywood’s hottest 
writing-producing-directing 
teams. 

“Godzilla” seemed the 
natural project for them: a 
big, special-effects-heavy, 


_ popcorn-season film based on 


one of the best-known movie 
monsters of all time. After 
rejecting the project several 
times, the pair finally agreed 
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to put a unique spin on the 
cheesy Japanese series. 

“It’s a movie wherein we 
took a lot of risks, and we 
knew we were taking them, 
but we thought it would k« 
cool,” Devlin said. 

The idea was to fashion a 
sort of “Frankenstein” with 
scales, starring a beast who 
starts out scary but becomes 
increasingly sympathetic. “It 
was really a classic monster 
movie,” he said. 

The problem was that many 
moviegoers were lovaing for 
another “Independence Day.” 

“Godzilla has no evil 
characters. There is no villain. 
And I think, perhaps, after 
"Independence Day’ people 
were expecting a super 
villain,” said Devlin. “I think, 
for the audience, they were a 
bit confused. It was, like, 
‘Well, are we cheering for the 
death of Godzilla or not 
cheering?’” 

Some of the problems could 
have been spotted and 
corrected before the movie 
was released, but time ran out. 

“This is the first film we 
ever put out that we didn't 
have time to test screen, and 
every film we've ever done we 
improved tremendously over 
the test screening,” he said. 

“But with “Godzilla,” he 
said, ‘We literally finished the 
cut and went to the printer. 
And we didn't even have a 
chance to screen it for the 
studio. It was just like, ‘We 
have to go. We'll never make 
enough prints to get them into 
the theater in time if we make 
any adjustments,” 

Devlin said the Memorial 
Day deadline was 
self-enforced, and that the 
studio even offered to give 
them more time, but that the 
partners felt compelled to stick 
to the strict schedule. 

“Tt was a move done from 
the heart, to say, ‘Thank you’ 
to the studio,” he said. ‘But it 
also was foolish. It was for all 
the right reasons (with) the 
wrong résult.”
